at times. These Dr. Molner 
may occur under the skin. They 
are called liponas, or fatty tu- 
mors. They are quite common 
and not dangerous. 


Less often a similar fat pad 


may be detected elsewhere, one 
place being on the pleura! lin- 
ing which surrounds the lungs. 


It would appear on an X-ray 


as a shadow or spot, although 
it would look a good deal differ- 
ent from some of the scars, 
calcifications and other pathol- 
ogies which we loosely lump to- 
gether as "spots on the lung." 


In practice, skilled reading of 


the X-ray will often afford an 
accurate idea of the condition. 
Or in some cases other X-rays, 
later on, will by comparison 
provide a judgment as to wheth- 
er anything ought to be done. 


If the problem becomes sus- 


picious, then surgery is war- 
ranted to remove the "spot" 
and have the tissue examined 
microscopically. This will give 
the answer: Is it a mere fat. pad, 
or cyst, or is it a tumor that is 
or may become malignant? 


Microscopic Check 


The final decision rests on 


microscopic examination. This, 
Indeed, is an every-day occur- 
rence in operating rooms: If 
something appears sufficiently 
"suspicious," surgery is per- 
formed and, right then, the mic- 
roscopic examination is conduct- 
ed. 


If, as is more often true than 


not, the tissue is not malignant, 
the lump is removed, everybody 
heaves a sigh of relief, and the 
patient goes home and tells his 
family about "my operation." 


If there is a s!gn of malig- 


nancy, however, the remainder 
«t the operation demands more

precautions. Surrounding tissue 
is removed, to make sure thai 
the malignancy has not spread. 


Neither fat pads nor cysts 


tend to become malignant. Can- 
cerous, that is. Unless subse- 
quent tests make the X-rays 
look suspicious, there may be 
no reason for surgery. 


If suspicious signs do develop 


then it is time enough to operate 
and find out how much or how 
little need be done. At that 
point, of course, don't procras 
tinate. Get it done and settlec 
as quickly as possible.

and sacrifice to public service 
that have always characterized 
Americans. 


'The philosophy of organiza-

the business of the federal gov- 
ernment, except when absolute- 
"y necessary," Eisenhower said. 


These are the ideals which 


lave made the "United States 
great and prosperous beyond 
any other. It is in the character 
of the average American that

governmental level." 


Eisenhower said there

their lives, North and South, for 
what they believe. We can't lose 
sight of these qualities," he said.

Greek Monasteries on 
Peaks of Mountaintops

THESSALY, Greece (AP) - 


The monasteries of Greece are 
built on mountaintops, reaching 
to heaven to be closer to God. 


Behind the small Thessaly 


town of Kalambaka, rising from 
a black rock mountain, stand 
the monasteries of Meteora, the 
name meaning "in the air." The 
dark mountain contrasts shar- 
ply with the red earth of the fer- 
tile valley below. 


Meteora is a powerful picture 


of nature. Taking a long look, it 
is not hard to believe the legend 
that only by a rope tied to the 
foot of an eagle nesting on one 
of the peaks was the first ascent 
made possible. 


Sheer Rock 


Years ago, the monks hauled 


each other up and down the 
sheer rock in nets worked by a 
windlass from above. One in- 
trepid visitor is said to have 
asked a monk how often the 
rope was changed, "only when 
the old rope breaks" was the re- 
ply. Today, a road runs part 
way up to the major monastery 
and steps cut out of the solid 
rock take a visitor to the others. 


During the wars between the 


Serbian emperors of Trikkala 
and Byzantium in the 14th cen- 
tury, the first peace seeking 
hermits came to Meteora seek- 
ing refuge. The hermits also 
have been described as draft 
dodgers, seeking to escape mili- 
tary service. 


New IncenLtive 


With time, 
the hermitages 


grew into monasteries and new 
incentive was added with the 
coming of Athanasius the Cenob- 
ite, who founded the Monastery 
of the Transfiguration in the 
second half of the 14th century. 
He introduced more rigorous 
rules, one of which barred worn- 


Manuscripts, whose inhabitants 
once produced beautifully illu- 
minated lives of the saints. On 
the bare rock, set an an almost 
impossible height, a fresco of 
the virgin and child is still dis- 
cernible. 


The Monastery of Aghios Var- 


laam is only a 30-minute climb. 
Chosen by the Anchorite Var- 
aam as a retreat, this imposing 
monastery was built by his fol- 
owers in his honor in the 16th 
century.

Japan as a World Leader 


In its preparation 
for the Olympic 


Games to be. held in Tokyo next month, 
Japan has been doing extensive building 
and improving of new and old facilities. 
Superhighways, arenas and housing have 
been under almost frantic construction for 
the last several months. To some extent 
there was a trial run earlier in Septem- 
ber when more than 2.000 delegates from 
103 nations met in Tokyo for the five-day 
conference of the World Bank and Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 


According to reports, the representa- 


tives were very favorably impressed. This 
was especially true of delegates from the 
under-developed nations who have tended 
to consider Japan as one of them since its 
drastic defeat in World War II. Japan's 
industry and the health of its economy 
were highly praised. So too was, the at- 
mosphere of enthusiastic hard work and 
the attitude of the people for progress. 


A leading Japanese newspaper com- 


mented on the points of view and then 
mirrored the attitude by also 
looking 


ahead. "Having displayed herself to the 
rest of the world, Japan will now be under 
s heavier obligation than ever to be on 


her best economic behavior. Foreign pay- 
ments must be kept in balance. Less for- 
tunate countries must be given economic 
aid. New payment obligations must be un- 
dertaken." Japan is rapidly heading toward 
leadership in the international field, ac- 
cording to another newspaper editorial. 


The resurgence of Japan has been even 


more remarkable than that of Germany 
because Japan had centuries of traditions 
to overcome or to moderate in keeping 
with Western ideals and ideologies. Of 
course the United States helped consider- 
ably, both in personal leadership during 
the first few years after the war and in 
economic aid and willingness to share its 
know-how. 


But aside from the disturbing riots four 


years ago and a noisy but apparently 
shrinking Communist party, the Japanese 
have been able to assimilate new ideas 
and put them to work. They have also been 
careful not to abuse the economic privi- 
leges extended to them through United 
States trade agreements. 


Japan is a strange mixture of the Ori- 


ental and the West. And most strange of 
all, so far the mixture is working very 
well indeed.

Japan Is Spending Billions 


To Prepare for Olympic Games

One of the questions which was dis- 


cussed rather vaguely in the Senate de- 
bate on the civil rights law was how its 
provisions would affect the nation's farm- 
ers.

partment, whose programs, in their appli- 
cation to Dixie, generally abide by segre- 
gated mores at present." 


Recently investigators for the U. S. 


Civil Rights Commission completed an ex- 
ploration of Secretary Freeman's agency 
and concluded it was "one of the most 
backward in race relations." The report 
has not been made public and probably 
won't before election day.

Agriculture Department for some time and 
will step up those attacks. 


An aide to Mr. Freeman commented, 


"We know we are going tff get hit hard, 
and while we're trying to do something 
about it, there are too many obstacles 
blocking any quick action."

Not a 
single Negro is a member of such a com-

Senator Goldwater has charged that 


"this Administration appears to be playing 
politics with international crisis and po- 
tential disaster." At the time he was re- 
ferring to what can certainly be described 
as the mess in Viet Nam. In another speech 
he indicated belief that the late President 
Kennedy timed the Cuban missile crisis 
for the benefit of Democratic congressional 
aspirants in the 1962 elections. 


The official U.S. version of the inci- 


dent of the North Vietnamese PT boats 
In the Tonkin Gulf has been questioned 
In National Review, a strong and faithful 
backer of Senator Goldwater. "Why did 
the North Vietnam PT boats attack the 
U.S. destroyers?" asks the magazine. Then 
it quotes from the Peking Review a charge 
that the attack was a fraud dreamed up in 
Washington. The National Review con- 
cludes that "the fact that Communists say 
something is in itself a fairly good reason 
for doubting it. Still, about the only thing 
sure concerning the Tonkin affair is that 
it enabled the President to stiffen the 
domestic image of his backbone, to make 
a dramatic TV appearance at prime time, 
and to get an overwhelming blank check 
vote from Congress." 


The inference that the Administration 


somehow set up the entire Tonkin Gulf 
affair, decoyed the PT boats into the at- 
tack so there would be grounds for re- 
taliation or even concocted the whole af- 
fair, is a serious one indeed. And such 
charges should be accompanied by some 
evidence even in a presidential campaign. 


As we have pointed out. President 


Johnson did use the affair to his best po- 
litical advantage. Moreover, we have ex- 
pressed doubt that he would have been 
quite so firm as to order bombings of the 
PT bases were it not that his adversary in 
the election contest was using "soft on 
communism" as a major theme. It is pos- 
sible, although we consider it highly un- 
likely, that the late President Kennedy too 
was thinking about the congressional elec- 
tions when he finally got tough with the 
Russians in Cuba. 


But to suggest that the President of 


the United States would encourage attack 
by the enemy and then risk a wider war 
of nuclear weapons for his personal politi- 
cal advantage is an appalling charge. If we 
have such a man in the White House every 
effort should be made to expose him and 
get him out. 


But if the charge is an empty one it 


seems to be a new low in campaign tactics.
